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IN concluding Nov. 8 @ series of articles in the 
Chicago Times on “Implements of War,” Lieut. 
Philip: Reade, U. 8. A., said: “The conservatism 
that clings to officers in the matter of changé of 
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armament, even of ammunition, is no new thing. 
It took hundreds of years to enable gun powder 
weapons to supersede the pike, the eross bow and 
the long bow. The percussion cap was scouted by 
Gen. Winfield Scott and other veterans, who were 
used to the flint lock. In 1861 our chief of ord- 
nanee, Gen. James W. Ripley, protested against 
the purchase of any more metallic cartridges and 
breech loaders. Goy. Jeremiab Rusk, of Wiscon- 
sin, is quoted as believing that the surviving mem 
bers of the Grand Army of the Republic are able to 
—as in 1861-1865—defeat any enemy that the 
world can array against them, however armed 
with accurate shooting rifles. New Daniels have 
come to judgment, however. New facts in the laws 
of projectiles have been discovered. New proposi- 
tions have been evolved, and new corollaries have 
arisen from them. It is conceded that we have 
need for coast defences. Let those who have that 
matter in charge struggle to its success. The need 
for exhaustive experiment in order to the develop: 
ment of the highest power in the best modern mili- 
tary rifle is equally great.” 








Some important changes in high commands were 
announced in orders from Army Headquarters on 
Thursday last. Major-General Schofield relin- 
quishes command of the Division of the 
Atlantic, being relieved by Major-General 
O. O. Howard, who is succeeded in com- 
mand of the Division of the Pacific by General Nel- 
son A. Miles, the senior Brigadier-General. Colonel 
Benjamin H, Grierson, 10th Cay., relieves General 
Miles in command of the Department of Arizona, 
and Ooloncl Eugene A. Carr, 6th Cav., now in 
command of Fort Wingate, N. M., is assigned to the 
command of the District of New Mexico, as the re- 
lief of Colonel Grierson. These changes result from 
the mability of General Schofield to properly ad- 
minister the affairs of the Division of the Atlantic, 
in addition to the important duties imposed upon 
him as General in Chief ot the Army and as President 
of the Board on Ordnance and Fortifications. With 
the Division command off his hands he will 
still bave more work than the average man 
is equal to. Besides the current work of 
the office, which is always very heavy at 
this time of the year, and the earnest attention he 
has been giving to the affairs of the Ordnance 
Board, he has been considering a number of schemes 
for the improvement of the Army, but has not been 
able to mature them on account of his other multi- 
farious duties. 








A comparison of the Army appointments made 
by President Cleveland with those in prospect by 
President-elect Harrison, shows a tolerably equal 
distribution of Army patronage between the two 
Administrations. Mr. Oleveland has had the 
assignment of General Schofield to the command of 
the Army, the appointment of three major-generals 
—Terry, Howard and Crook; six brigadier generals 
of the Line—Ruger, Merritt, Willcox, Gibbon, 
Brooke and Potter; seven brigadier-generals of the 
staff—Davis, Baird, Jones, Moore, Duane, Greely 
and Casey; two assistant adjutants-general, three 

general with the rank of major, one 
judge-advocate, two assistant quartermasters and 
twenty-two assistant surgeons. In addition to these 
he has now at, his disposal one vacancy in the Judge- 
Advocate General’s Department, two in the Subsis 
tence Department and onein the Q. M. Department, 
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with one prospective, whith occurs Febraary 15 
next by the retirement of Colonel Card. Anticipat- 
ing casualties by compulsory retirements alone Pre- 
sident-eleet Harrison will have the appointment 
daring bis administration of successors to the pres- 
ent adjutant-general, paymaster-general, quarter- 
master-general, commissary general and chief of 
ordnanee—six of the ten ‘bureau officers. He will 
also have the appointment of two brigadier-gen. 
erals, vice Gibbon and Stanley, and, in addition, 
eight assistant quartermasters, six commissaries of 
subsistence and nive assistant surgeons. Six re 
tirements will occur im the Pay Department daring 
the next Administration, but as the number is now 
eight above the quota fixed by law no opportunity 
in this Department will fall to Mr. Harrison. 








From the U. S. 8. Quinnebaug, Leghorn, Sept. 
27, 1888, Lieut. W. S, Hughes, U. S. Navy, sends 
to the Philadelphia Press. an article on Electricity 
aud Ships, in which he describes the latest applica— 
tions of electricity to naval uses. Firing guns is ac- 
complished by passing a current through the resist- 
ing medium of platinum wire, heating it to white 
heat and igniting the primer. Thus by touching a 
key the captain can fire any or all of his guns at 
will. The sights are rendered visible at night by 
thus heating a fine platinum wire, running across 
the bottom of the sight notch, From the rear sight 
the battery wire leads to the front sight, where it 
meets the other wire of the current. The ends of 
the two wires are brought yery near each other at 
the apex of the front sight, so that the electric 
spark passing between them serves to mark its po- 
sition. By flashing ‘a search light against. the clouds 
for long and short periods according to a prear- 
ranged code the letters of which are indicated by 
various combinations of flashes of different dura- 
tions, messages are said to have been successfully 
sent between vessels of the English Navy a distance 
of thirty miles. Plans have also been devised for 
signalling over shorter distances by means of the or- 
dinary incandescent, or glow lamps, one of which was 
recently tried on board the Atlanta. Electric logs 
record the revolutions of a fan which turns faster or 
slower according to the speed of the vessel, and 
opens or closes a circuit which action is communi- 
cated by suitable mechanism to a register, or dial, 
so graduated as to show the corresponding speed of 
the ship in knots and tenths. Divers carry under 
water an electric light and telephones, fixed mines 
are controlled by electricity and their location is 
also detected by an electric battery and telephone 
connected with a box containing a set of induction 
coils and a vibratory magneto-electric instrament, A 
metal sinker is attached to the box, which is dragged 
overboard along the bottom of the éhannel; when 
the telephone is placed to the ear no sound is audible 
until the sinker approaches seme metallic object, 
such a8 a submarine mine; then a buzzing noise is 
heard, increasing as the object is neared and becom- 
ing loudest when it is touched. Electricity has been the 
chief element in bringing the modern fish torpedoes to 
their present state of efficiency, and it is used in 
Zalinski’s fuse. The telephone has lately been em- 
ployed to communicate between a captain’s saloon 
and the deck of the vessel. Such are some of the 
uses of this modern agent of warfare, as described 
in the article referred. Others are in prospéct, such 
for example as the electric gun which fs yet in its 
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RESPONSIBILITY OF DISBURSING OFFICERS. 


In the U.S. Court of Claims, in the matter of the

The Secretary of War, in his letter transmitting 
the matter involved in this =, states the questions 
upon which he desires the opinion of the court to 
be ‘‘whether paragraph 1006 of the Army 
tions of 1868, repeated in the Revised Army u- 
lations of 1881, is a valid and lawful regulation, 
having the force of law to the extent of protecting 
the paymaster who makes a payment in accordance 
therewith, or independently of that regulation 
whether he is p in case of payments made 
in good faith under the circumstances therein set 
forth from the consequences of an error of fact in 
the certificate of a commissioned officer, on whose 
certificate the payment may be made, the particu- 
lar case in question being the payment by Major 
Wm. Smith, Paymaster U. 8. Army, to 2d Lieut. 
Charles M. Oarrow, 7th Cavalry, on April 80, 1879, 
of pay of $125 for said month.” 

e Court holds that Congress has from an early 
day proceeded upon the idea that the power con- 
ferred upon it by the Constitution ‘to make rules 
for the government and regulation of the lend and 
naval forces” may be delegated to the President and 
has passed several acts expressly conferring such 
authority and three times recognised or approved 
existing Army r tions. 

_It is well settled that Army regulations when 
directly approved by Congress have the absolute 
force of law equally with other legislative acts until 
repealed by the same power. 

On the other hand, it is just as well settled that 
regulations not so approved have the force of law 
only when founded on the President’s constitutional 
powers as eommander-in-chief of the Army, or are 
*‘ consistent with and oy supra to the statutes 
which have been enacted by Congress in reference 
to the Army.” 

Whether a regulation, the validity of which is 
drawn in question, is within the constitutional 
power of the President to promulgate, or whether 
it has been approved by Congress, or whether it ‘‘is 
consistent with and supplemen to the statutes,” 
are judicial questions not always from difficul- 
ties of determination. 

As to the regulation involved in the present in- 
quiry, now paragraph 1652 of the edition of 1881, 
we find that it first appeared in its present form in 
the edition of 1857, as paragraph 908. It was re- 
produced as paragraph 1006 in the published Regu- 
ulations ot 1868, which were in whole expressly 
approved by Congress a the act of July 28, 1866, 
ch. 299, sec. 87 (14 Stat. L., 837, 888). It is there- 
fore ‘ta valid and lawful regulation, having the 
force of law.”

Major Smith was the proper paymaster in that 
military de ment to pay the Seventh Oavalry. 
Lieutenant Oarrow’s voucher, in duplicate, for his 
salary of $125 for the month of April, made out in 
the usual form, in accordance with instructions of 
the War Department, with his certificate attached 
that the amounts ch in the account were cor- 
rect and just, as authorized by law, and that they 
were rightfully due him as stated, was presented in 
tne regular and usual course of business, and paid 
in good faith by Oe co Smith, who had no 
knowledge that any of the statements of fact there- 
in contained were untrue. The returns from the 
fort to the Adjutant-General at Washington for 
March 81 and April 80 reported Lieutenant Carrow 
as ‘‘ absent without leave,” but or Smith had 
not been notified of that fact and did not know it.

1868, which is as follows: 

1006. If any account paid on the certificate of an 
officer tu the facts is rward disallowed for error 
of fact in the certificate, it shall pass to the credit of 
the disbursing officer, and be charged to the officer 
who gave the certificate. 

The case comes exactly within the terms of that 
regulation, and no 1 on the part of Paymaster 
Smith appears to prevent its operations or te de- 
prive him of its benefit. 

As to the second question submitted by the Sec- 
retary of War, we are of opinion that independently 
of paragraph 1006 of the lations of 1868 Pay- 
master Smith is not chargeable with loss in this 
matter. Departmental orders provided how notice 
should be given to paymasters of the stoppage of 
officers’ pay and what action should be taken 


thereon. 
Those ordersnow appear in the Regulations of 
1881 as follows: (Paragraphs 2446, 2447.) 
These two ms were not among those in 
the edition of 1 





approved by Congress, but they 
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had been promulgated before Paymaster Smith paid 
Lieutenant Oarrow, and were proper departmental 
regulations upon which ymasters had a right to 
rely in the absence of other direct information. 
They are founded upon the assumption that cases 
arise where overpayments may be made without 
fault of a paymaster. They provide how such over- 
payments shall be recove: back, not by charging 
them to the officer innocently making the pay- 
ment but by deducting them from the pay of the 
officers receiving the same on the first payment 
after notice of stoppage. 

At the time of the payment by Paymaster Smith 
in this case it was by no means certain that Lieu- 
tenant Carrow would be subjected to the forfeiture 
of his pay. 

The accidental circumstance of Oarrow’s sud- 
den death before action was taken upon his 
absence is no reason why Paymaster Smith should 
be charged with the loss. 

There may be cases where an officer is prima facie 
or otherwise liable to stoppage of pay and yet the 
Secretary of War may not deem it advisable to have 
the stoppage enforced through notice to paymaster 
on the monthly circular. 

The giving of such notice is a matter wholly 
within the discretion of the Secretary of War, if 
appeal be made to him (Billings’s Case, 23 Ot. Cls.) 
Paymasters are not responsible if notice be omitted 
and they are misled by the action or non-action of 
superiors upon whom they have a right, under the 
regulation, to depend for information and instruc- 
tions. 

It matters not that other paymasters made pay- 
ments to the same officers at the same time and for 
the same period of service claimed. If the Regula- 
tions of the Army and the instructions of the War 
Department were such that an officer could thus 
fraudulently draw his pay three times for the same 
service, the paymasters who acted in good faith on 
such authority were without responsibility for the 
loss. (Hartson’s Case, 21 Ot. Cls., 455.)

BECENT DEATHS. 


THe momentous events of the Crimean war are 
recalled by the announcement of the death of Geo. 
Charles Bingham, Farlof Lucan. He entered the 
British Army in 1816; accompanied the Russiac 
Army as a volunteer iu the Turkish war of 1828-29; 
succeeded to the title and estates in Ireland in 1839; 
became a representative peer in 1840; was com 
meander of a cavalry division in the Crimea, aud 
made himself memorable by his connection with the 
“charge of the light brigade”’ at Balaklava, Oct. 25, 
1854. He became lieutenant general in 1858 and gen- 
eral in 1865. 


GeyERAL JAcOB BowMAN SWEITZER, a distin- 
guished officer of Pennsylvania voluateers during 
the war, died at Pittsburg, Pa.. Nov. 9. Our impres- 
sion is that be 1s a relative of Gen. Nelson B. Sweit- 
zer, U.S. A., retired, who also is a Pennsylvanian. 
Gen. Fitz John Porter, President of the Society of 
the 5th Army Corps, announces to the society the 
death of Gen. Sweitzer, and says: ‘He was oue of 
the bravest officers in our gallant old corps.”

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tbat allowance must be made for any vagueness of 
letter-press « xplanation. The trigger. as in mést of 
the Smith aod’ Wesson revolvers. is double acting. 
The location of the hammer is indicated by the bolt 
head, which passes through ils hase, shown on the 
exterior surface of the lock frame. An essential 
feature of the mechanism is the protruding ridge 
perespeiilie on the back-of the handle or grip. This 
ridge is a»strong:'mece ef metal, pivoted at the base 
of the grip but moveable upwa and forward un- 
dera firm pressure of the hand. It is called the 
safety-lever. Directly in front of this lever, within 
the me, is a sho lever, termed the safety- 
latch, which at its upper end engages the rear angle 
of the bammer and at its lower end is acted upon by 
the safety-lever. Both of these levers are kept in 
their normal position by their proper springs. In 
this act of firing the pressure of the hand-grip 
upon the outer or safety lever forces it forward and 
raises the eafety-latch and thus relieves the ham- 
mer so that the trigger car act upon it. Thus the 
functions of the trigger and the safety-latch are co- 
invident or, more correctly, in unison, no biow or 
impulse exerted upon either having effect singly. By 
the addition of simple mechanism the bammer is 
made rebounding, which perfects the element of 
safety. The peculiar advantages of the bamouierless 
feature are that with the hammer entirely enclosed 
in the lock-frame, no external blow can explode the 
cartridge; that there is no protruding bammer-claw 
to catch in the apparel or hoister, thus reudering 
the arm always ready to the hani and avoiding any 
possibility of its going off by aceident.in the pocket; 
and that, after a little familiarity with the arm, an 
instinctive appreciation of the necessary degree of 
grip-pressure necessary to release the hammer be- 
comes a condition and not'a theory, so that the very 
operation of firing is calculated to centribute deliber- 
ation and consequent correctness of aim.

THE ARMY AND NAVY. 


Wurtethe Army and Navy are less concerned in 
politics than are the other branobes of the Govern- 
ment, and therefore escape to a large extent the 
stirring up incident to the advent of a new adminis- 
tration, there are stillalways sufficient changes to 
cause considerable anxiety in certain quarters. It 
is the civilian element attached to the two Services 
thatis principally affected, though there is po i 
ing the fact that politics often creep into pure y 
milttary matters, particularly appointments an 
promotions. 

The pavy yards and arsenals, with their thousands 
of civilian employees, are the places where. the 
greatest anxiety exists about the time of Presiden- 
tial elections, and with cause, for there are no other 
branches of the Government where the politiciaa 
bolds fuller sway. A complete weeding out of the 
bosses and a large percentage of the working furce 
in each of the navy-yards may be looked for as one 
of the certain events after the 4th of March, 

It is to be expected, too, that Gen. Benét, Ubief of 
the Bureau of Ordnance. United States Army, will 
come forward with another confidential circular, 
but of an opposite tenor to the last, for the manage- 
ment of affairs in armories and arsenals. 

Secretary Fodicott’s personal staff, comprising 
Capt. Taylor, of the Ord. Dept., Capt. Adams, of the 
Engineer Corps, and Mr. Heard, the Secretary's pri- 
vate sécretary, will, of course, not remain long after 
the departure of their chief. 

Secretary Whitney’s personal staff consists only of 
Lieut. T. B. M. Mason, a recent acquisition, and Mr. 
Al Fietcber, the Secretary’s principal assistant. A 
few chief clerks of bureaus who have been ap- 
poiuted by Secretary Whitney are somewhat anxi- 
ous, but otherwise the Navy Department officials 
and employees view with little dread the incoming 
of tbe pew administration. 

The live of policy of the new Secretary, whoever 
he may be, with regard to the new ships, is a matter 
which the country will look forward to with much 
interest. The incoming Secretary, will, of course, 
want to know what bis predecessor has been doing. 
lf no faultis found with what has been done or 
with the programme laid down for continuing work 
upon the new Navy, the rehabilitation process ought 
te proceed without interruption. If, on tbe other 
hand, Mr. Whitney isto be shown up for the changes 
he has made in bis contracts with builders and the 
mistakes he may bave made in design: for pew ships 
—or, 10 other words, if there is to be a repetition of 
the trouble that followed upon the departure of 
Mr. Chandler—then it is to be feared that we shall 
have to wait still longer before we can boast of the 
prowess of our Navy. Time is too valuabie, however, 
to be wasted in quarrelling, aud it is to be reason- 
ably expected that the new head of the Navy De- 
partment will not be long in realizing this when be 
finds that there is plenty of money available and his 
bureau chiefs urge him to continue the good work. 

It is not unlikely that the pew Secretary will be 
given the chance to make contracts for the seven 
new vessels authorized by the last Congress. The 
plans for these vessels are not as yet perfected, and 
if the usual time for submitting bids for their con- 
struction is allowed it wil! not be possible to award 
the contracts before the 4th of March. Besides, it is 
about as much as Secretary Whitney can do to man- 
age the affairs connected with tbe vessels already 
under construction. 

While the new Secretary of the Navy will have bis 
bands full on the ship question, the Secretary of 
War will be kept equally busy in rehabilitating the 
seacoast Cefences, in which the initiative has already 
been taken. The new administration, like the old, 
being committed to these two important projects, 
it is to be expected that the good work will co 
smoothly un, and that the appropriations for these 
purposes will be frequent and liberal.

RELIREMENT AND PROMOTION. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


[t has been proposed to help promotion by retir- 
ing officers after a certain number of years’ service 
in one grade, etc. 

As remarked by a correspondent in the JouRNAL 
of Oct. 20, any plan that supports in idleness able- 
bodied and comparatively young officers is one not 
suited to our country and our people. The taxpay- 
ers would be right in grumbling at the epentes e of 
men drawing pay simply because they have spent 
some years in the military service. In many cases 
the vernment would have derived little benefit 
from such service. The question as to the value of 
the service of an officer suggests the thought that 
measures should be taken to determine it, and that 
he whose service was not found to be beneficial 
should be dropped, 

As an incident of this plan, promotion would be 
helped; but the maiu object should be to get rid of 
officers not fit for their positions. That there are 
such is asad fact. In what oe 7 they exist I 
am not prepared to state; and it is immaterial to 
the subject. AsI write, the names of not a few sug- 
gest themselves. [t is a miserable application of 
charity to take care of these men till death, and 
the people have a right to demand that such a state 
of affairs should end. 

To keep his place and finally become an officer, a 
cadet at West Point bas to work hard aod come up 
to a high standard, but alter recciving bis commis- 
5100 be van cast aside care; for, though he may grow 
worthless, he is in no danger of losing it, provided 
he commits no disgraceful act, or does not get drunk 
on duty. Whata brief existence a railroad com- 

ny, or other business organization, would have if 

t followed such a system! 

It does seem that some precautions should be 
adopted in the Army, where an officer mx at any 
time hold the lives of others in his band. To euffer 
them to be lost through failure to punish incompe- 
tency seems a form of murder. 

Examination for promotion offers the only rem- 
edy for the evil. In advocating it, I use the term in 
a broad sense, not meaning that no attention should 
be paid to an officer till the time comes for bis pro- 
motion; but that from the iwnomeut he enters the 
service, hisconduct and capabilities should be the 
subject of frequent reports by his commanders. 
Except officers of very high rank, no one should be 
exempted from the operation of these reports. 
When unfavorable, copies should be furnished an 
officer, and ample opportunity given for defence. 

Under such a system there need be no fear of in- 
jury from prejudice. The knowledge that reports 
were constantiy being wade concerning him would 
be a powerful stimulus to a man to do his duty. 

Good field service or gallantry in action should be 
given the greatest it when the time comes to 
weigh him iv the balance. Varying with the 
brapch of service and the office to be filled, some 
technical knowledge should be required. 

It would not be very bard to constitute boards of 
officers capable of judging the fitness of candidates 
after reviewing their of service and examin- 
lug into their professional attainments. 

he statement that there are many worthless offi- 
cers in the Army has been made ufter due consider- 
ation. My own regiment has a few, and my 
knowledge of the Army is sufficiently wide to con- 
vince me that the others are in the same vonditiou. 

At present there is nothing to prevent such men 
passing there hvesin the service of the Govern- 
ment, to which they give so little return for its 
bounty. The sooner it 13 rid of them the better.

dication that their labor has not been in vain. 











THE COMING ADMINISTRATION. 


SrCRETARY WHITNEY is reported as saying that 
he will probably not advertise for bids for the new 
vessels just authorized by Congress, as he deems it 
amatter of courtesy to allow the Administration 
which is to build the ships to contract for them as 
well. This interchange of courtesies between rep- 
resentatives of contending political parties is very 
gratifying, as well as proper. Secretary Whitney 
owes his ability to accomplish what be has for the 
upbuilding of the Navy to the fact that the Senate 
when he assumed office did not follow the mistaken 
policy of the House in its treatment of his predeces- 
sor. It freely voted the money required, instead of 
refusing it on the ground that it was to be expended 
by a Secretary of the Navy to whose hands it was 
unwilling to entrust it. This isa hopeful indica- 
tion of the policy that will control in the treatment 
of the Navy under the new Administration. Gen- 
eral Harrison is known to be in favor of building up 
our Navy, cs well as our merchant marine, and he 
has had the manliness to declare, even in the heat 
of a contest on which his fortunes and the fortunes 
of his party turned, that he was not afraid of the 
word ‘‘subsidies.” It is time that our political 
leaders rid themselves of some of the ideas 
which are an _ inheritance from provincial 
conditions. The Poor Richard maxims, ao. 
becoming to a struggling mechanic or trades- 
map, are out of place in the mouth of a Vander- 
bilt, and what is commendable economy in one is 
contemptible parsimony in the other. A nation 
grows rich by what it spends; not by what it saves 
—provided only that the expenditure is wisely 
directed. 

How much poorer is the State of New York 
for its expenditure upon the Erie Canal, and 
how much would the nation lose if it were to un- 
dertake an expenciture, corresponding in amount to 
its greater wealth, in opening waterways all along 
the coast and across the continent in various 
directions? It is possible to open a passage for 
light draft vessels by inland waterways from New 
York to New Orleans and along the coast from 
Maine to Texas. Why should it not bedone? As ex- 
treme theories concerning the relations of the 
States and the General Government have never 
disturbed the party now coming again into power, 
we hope it will inaugurate a wise and economical, 
but liberal and thorough, system of internal im- 
provements, such as our Army and Navy officers 
have reported upon and recommended. We believe 
that the country will sustain it in the policy of 
ignoring cheese paring and picayune politics. The 
interests and necessities of sixty or seventy, yea, 
one hundred millions of people are to be provided 
for, and their wealtb, present and prospective, will 
justify almost any judicious expenditure, whatever 
its magnitude. The Nicaragua Canal should be 
put underway, our merchant marine encouraged, 
and our flag restored to its supremacy on the high 
seas. This calls for a system of bounties, or ‘‘ sub- 
sidies” if you will, to encourage the launching of 
home-built vessels, which will relieve us from the 
necessity of depending upon the foreign, by pur- 
chases from abroad. We want a Navy, national 
and mercantile, that is built and manned by Amer- 
icans; not because of any foolish national pride or 
jealousy of foreigners, but because no nation can 
afford totrust its defence, in the smallest degree, 
to a people who may at any moment be engaged in 
hostilities with it. We have the capacity, the re- 
sources, and the wealth to make ourselves in all 
things independetit. We need only a thoroughly 
international policy in control at Washington. 


THE Real Estate Record and Guide says: ‘* Prof 
Jobn A. Church, Ph. D., well known in engineering 
circles in this country, bas made his mark in China 
in opening copper and gold mines. He writes bome 
there is a new departure in that ancient empire. 
There are now about a hundred miles of standard 
gauge railroad built, and he says there is little 
doubt that this line will eventually extend into 4 
great system of iron roads. The Ping Chuan copper 
mines are under the charge of Mr. Ellis Clark, and 
the Ping Tu gold mines are being opened by H. M. 
Ellsworth, both Americans. The mineral wealth 
of China is enormous, but has as yet been unde 
veloped. The importance of this matter is that 
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Americars are in favor in China. True, Europe so 
far supplies the rails, but we can furnish loco- 
mativer, cars and general machinery. Our trade 
with China ought to be very profitable, and hence 
the bad pelicy of our exclusion laws in the way 
they were passed. There is no objection to putting 
a stop te Chinese immigration into this country, 
but it should be done in a manner not to offend the 
natural susceptibilities of the Chinese people.” 
Prof. Church writes us that his little settlement at 
the mines in Mongolia was recently threatened by a 
band of robbers, who gatbered in force on the 
mountains near by. Reinforcements being sent 
for, a Mongolian general officer, at the head of a 
troop, rode mto camp and introduced himself to 
Prof. Church, saying: ‘Sir, you are the guest of 
the Chinese nation, and no harm shall befall you.” 
His promise was made good by a descent upon the 
bandits, which resulted in the capture of some of 
them and the dispersion of others. This is the way 
China treats those who trust to her good faith and 
her fidelity to treaty obligations. But they are 
heathens, and the men who cut the throats of 
Chinamen on this side of the Atlantic are Christ- 
lans(?) It is to be remembered when we present this 
coptrast that the region in which Prof. Church is 
located is near the northern frontiers of Chima, be- 
yond the great wall, and corresponds to the region 
of our remotest territories. 




















THE next ship to be turned over to the Govern- 
ment will be the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius, and 
the contractors expect to have her complete ia every 
respect by the first of December. The contractors’ 
trial trip, which was private, more than justified 
the expectations of the builders, and she will be the 
fastest ship afloat. Her battery has been ready for 
some time. Information has also been received that 
the Yorktown and Charleston will be ready by the 
first of the year, and the gunboat Petrel is also due 
about that time. The main batteries of these ships 
consists of 6-inch guns, and as there are a number 
of them on hand no time will be lost in putting 
the batteries on board. The Baltimore has been 
under the shears for some time and her engines 
and boilers are now being put in position. The 
next ship to be launched is the Philadelphia, and 
the Messrs. Cramp expect to have her ready for that 
purpose about the middle of March. Of the Ve- 


suvius the Tribune says : 


One of the old Navy officers, who was one of the actors in 
the notable Monitor-Merrimac fight, who served with dis- 
tinction in other navai engagements during the Civil War, 
and who has made a careiul inspection of the new vessel, 
said he was much disappointed with her design. No attempt 
whatever seems to have been made to protect the vital parts 
of this “infernal triumph” in the slightest. Her boilers and 
engines are as much above the water line as below, and no 
protection is given to the boilers except coal, which, of 
course, will not be there when must needed to protect them 
from the solid shots of the enemy. Both of her engines are 
in one compartment, so that ifa bole is made in that com- 
partment, or a shot goes through the steam pipes of one en- 
gine it would disable the motive power completely. In fact, 
asingle shot from a revolving cannon of the size which is 
carried inthe tops of vessels of modern build, can easily 
penetrate the main steam pipe and completely disable the 
boat. It is easy enough to make a vessel go when you are 
not hampered with the wetgnt of protective decks or armor, 
or obliged to keep the machinery below the water line, but 
I cannct conceive that such a design for a boat of this char- 
acter, and for the service which she is intended, is calculated 
todo more than to demonstrate whether or not the dynsa- 
mite gun can be worked from a floating platform. The 
same thing could have been shown or proven by putting 
one of the guns on one of our old ships. The Vesuvius could 
not possibly go into action and fire one of ber guns unless 
she took the enemy by surprise. 








J. A. Hueains, of Pittsburg, one of the best of 
American shots, who expects to take a team of 
twelve men to Europe next year, thinks that Amer- 
ican rifle shooting is underestimated in Europe, and 
says: ‘* The quality of rifle shooting in our country 
at present is surprisingly better to-day than it was 
even five years ago. Scoresof men are now making 
averages that were considered extraordinary a few 
years ago. Why, about five years ago I went out to 
a local range and, in presence of several Pitts- 
burghers, made an average of 75. This was consid- 
ered wonderful, but now an average of that kind 
amounts to nothing in a contest. There are also 
nearly 50 per cent. more rifle shooters in America 
to-day than there were a few years ago. This shows 
that rifle shooting is increasing more ia popularity 
in this country than anywhere else.” And though 


we say it who shouldn’t say it, this result is 
traceable to the efforts of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL to direct attention to the necessity of tak- 
ing steps to maintain our interest and ascendancy 
in the use of the rifle. These began almost with the 
first issue of this paper and were continued until } 
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they culminated in the establisbment of the Natione! 
Rifle Association, and the intrcduction of systematie 
rifle practice as an essential part of our military train- 
ing. The results bave more than justified our most 
sanguine prophecies. 








THERE is notbing yet to add to the report we gave 
last week of the results of the Presidential election. 
West Virginia is still in doubt; if the Republicans 
make good their claim to it they will have a major- 
ity of four in the Senate, not six; West Virginia 
having but one Senator to elect just now. The 
dominant party will, however, make it their first 
business to carve three or four more States from 
the Territories having sufficient population and 
which are Republican in sentiment. This will give 
them, it is estimated, six or eight additional Sen- 
ators, as many additienal members of the Lower 
House and an increase of twelve to fifteen votes in 
the Electoral College. But these are speculations, 
and they assume a Republican control of both 
Houses of Congress, which appears to be still in 
doubt. The Democrats do not admit that they are 
in a minority. It is also announced that General 
Harrison will have several places to fill on the bench 
of the Supreme Court during his term of office; but 
that court is, or should be, unpartisan, so this does 
not signify in a political sense. Connecticut was 
properly placed in the list we gave last week of the 
States choosing Democratic Presidential electors. It 
was subsequently, by inadvertence, mentioned with 
the States changing from Democratic to Republican; 
the one statement, however, corrected the other. 








THE Brooklyn Hagle says: ‘‘The work in the 
Construction Department at the Navy-yard, which 
required the services of a large additional force 
prior to election, has been sufficiently advanced to 
permit of the discharge of some 1,000 laborers. The 
diligence of these faithful workmen cannot be too 
highly praised. They must have exerted themselves 
nobly to enable the Government to dispense with 
their assistance so soon after the settlement of the 
Presidential question. It isa notable fact, worthy 
the attention of curious minds, that navy yard 
laborers always pan out best on the eve of these 
popular contests. The fact cannot be disputed, be- 
cause if this phenomenal activity were not what it 
clearly is the men would be working yet and we 
should not bave the usual coincidence ot the com- 
pletion of their labors and the completion of the 
canvass. Most of them happily will have no trouble 
in getting employment elsewhere, as the victorious 
party has an undying affection for the workingman, 
which it misses no opportunity to mention, and this 
affection will keep it busy attending to their wants.” 

The result of the election 1s the best proof that 
there is no profit in making use of our navy-yards 
for political purposes. There was an especially 
heavy falling off of Democratic majorities in Brook- 
lyn. We wish that the Republicans might learn the 
lesson and sustain our Navy officers, when they have 
the power, in putting the navy-yards wholly outside 
of politics, but we fear that the old adage is true of 
all political parties, ‘* When the devil was sick the 
devil a saint would be ; when the devil got well the 
devil a saint was he.” It is always the outs who 
are virtuous, for itis a natural characteristic of 
humanity never to take anything beyond reach, 
But we hope for the best, and, now that the 
country is to undergo a political change, we trust 
that none of our officers will lose their balance. 
What we had to say about meddling with politics 
a few weeks ago when everything was in doubt, we 
repeat with added emphasis now that the issue is 
settled. Officers of the Army and Navy, in our 
judgment, gain nothing by permitting themselves to 
be used for political purposes, and they should avoid 
deing so, so far as subordination to the authoriiy of 
those not over them will permit of their doing so. 








A LONDON correspondent of the New York Times 
says: ‘‘The question of the quality of the Italian 
Army is no joke. It is not going too far to say that 
on it hinges the fate of the next big European war. 
The French fleet is, it seems, to be concentrated in 
the Mediterranean, which means that if the British 
fleet is not largely concentrated there, too, and 
every vessel of the Austrian and Italian fleet 





brought out also, Italy will be obliged, for the mele 
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defence of her coasts, to keep at bome the 500,000 
men whom she has promised, when the pinch comes, 
to send tothe assistance of the Germau powers. 
But supposing they go north of the Alps, what good 
will they be if they are inferior in quality to even 
Austrian troops? That the Itatidn; Government 
thinks all is not right appears clear from the an- 
nouncement that for the future Italy will receive no 
military attaches and will send pone.” 








Tae Omaba Republican calls the attention of the 
citizens of Omaha to the fact that the Army has 
disbursed there during the past ten years not less 
than $5,000,000, and is now disbursing $800,000 a 
year and during the next tev years will disburse not 
less than $10,000,000. It presents this as an argu- 
ment for subscriptions to a circulating library it is 
proposed to establish for the benefit of the enlisted 
men at Fort Omaha. 








THE Surgeon. General of the Army, under date of 
November 9, informs tne Secretary of War of the 
adjournment, sine die, on October 31, of the New 
York Army Medical Board, after examining and 
submitting the following: 27 candidates for admis- 
sion to the Medical Corps and 14 assistant surgeons 
for promotion. Of the former 6 were recommended 
as physically disqualified, 7 as professionally dis- 
qualified; while 12 withdrew and ovly 2 were ap- 
proved. Of the latter 10 were found qualified and 
4 disqualified. The Board was in session one month. 
Candidates for promotion te the corps were grouped 
for e<amination in classes of 15 and 22, the members 
of each class being examined simultaneously during 
the week, commencing on Monday and ending on 
Saturday. 14.05 per cent. were disquulified, as come 
pared with .01 per cent. disqualified by the last ex~ 
amining board. TheSurgeon- General concurs with 
the Board in the opinion that in determining the 
preliminary and professional qualifications of a 
candidate the written examination is chiefly to be 
relied upon and that the oral examination is neces- 
sary to determine his, bearing and other qualities 
usually grouped under the term “aptitude,” while 
the practical examination—clizieal and operative— 
is considered to be of the highest value and should 
never be omitted, in which opinion I fully concur, 
The necessity for a systematic plan in the examin- 
ation of assistant surgeons for promotion has long 
been felt, and that adopted by this Board meets my 
hearty approbation. The labors of this Board have 
demonstrated the praetieability of examining can- 
didates in classes instead of seriatim, and its experi- 
ence indicates that for effective work the classes 
should not exceed 25 in number. From a clinical 
standpoint there can be no question concerning the 
success of this method. The expense of the last 
Board (which was in session 22 months) was in sal- 
aries alone $24,589, while the corresponding expense 
of the present Board was but $1,200, showing a sav- 
ing in favor of the laiter of $23,389. In view of the 
vacancies ocoasioned by the death of Assistant 
Surgeon Weisel and the retirement of Surgeon 
Baily, November 14, anda third in April by the re- 
tirement of Surgeon Magruder, it is recommended 
that the Examiming Board be reconvened in May, 
1889. 


AT the Madison Square Horse Siow on Saturday 
evening last two horses, Mr. Fredk. Gebbard’s Leo 
and Mr. Wm. Darling’s Filemaker, beat the record 
for high jumping, each clearing a pole 6 ft. 9% in. 
high. The place was filled with the people best 
known ip New York society, who awarded the vic- 
tors in this contest with the most deafening ap- 
plause. They also received a prize of $100each. The 
highest previous record was 6ft.8in. We believe 
that six feet is the highest record on the other side 
of the Atlantic. Ina contest opened to officers of 
troops the horse, uniform and military bearing of 
the rider, all taken into consideration, the first prize 
ef $100 was won by Adjutant B. McCulicugb, City 
Troop of Philadelphia; second, $50, Ist Lieutenant 
Herbert Balch, Ist N. Y. Hussars; V. H. U. to Ser- 
geant C. T. Cresswell and H.C. te Sergeant J. H. 
Merrill, City Troop. In the cluss of charges first 
prize of $100 to Private Edward Browning ; second, 
$50, to Private E. H. Siter; V. H. C. to Private Isaac 
Morris, and H. ©. to Private H. P. McKean, Jr., all 
belonging to the City Troop. A squad of four men, 
under Sergeant C. T. Cresswell, of the City Troop, 
won a prize of $200 for the best mounted squad of 
four troopers belonging to some recognized troop, 
commanded by a commissioned or non-commis- 
sioned officer of the troop to which the squad 
belongs. 

The judges were Col. Lawrence Kip, who served 
many years in the 3d Artillery ; Capt. Jos. H. Dorst, 
4th Cavalry, and Lieut. Charles J, Treat, 5th Artile 
lery. The Philadelphians, who appeared in their 
gorgeous uniform, were well mounted, and their 
horses had been sufficiently trained to give their 
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riders all possible assistance. The men sat their 
horses easily and held their seats well, and arms 
4nd uniforms were all in absolutely perfsct condi- 
tion, as was to be expected from the picked men of 
this famous command. The New York Hussars bave 
also an elegant aud very soldierly uniform, but they 
were completely eclipsed by the splendor of their 
rivals. Their organization is a new one, but the 
squad showed ample evidence of faithful drill, and 
teally made a very fine appearance. [ndividually} 
the men were as well mounted, and rode as well as 
the Philadelphians, but in the matter of military 
bearing and in the training of the horses, the blue 
ribbon went to the Quaker City. 

The competition was closer m the head-cutting 
contest. Nothing very difficult was attempted with 
the sabre. The troopers used their stirrups all 
through, and there was no cutting over hurdles, as 
ts customary in the riding hall at West Point. 
The horses were moved around at [fair speed, and 
¢he cuts and thrusts were all delivered, but in very 
few instances was an entirely successful course run. 
The ring was taken with a frequency that showed 
special practice, but in the simple right cut there 
were many failures, the blade catching the post 1n- 
stead of the head. Neither were the heads on the 
ground, on the left side, so successfully attempted 
az they should have been by well-mounted men 
with stirrups. But altogether, it was very good 
work for amateur soldiers, and experienced foreign 
cavalrymen that were present gave hearty praise to 
both squads. There are many occasions where Re- 
guler officers can, with entire propriety, render 
such services as did the judges on this occasion, and, 
undoubtedly, most officers would cheerfully do so, 
if requested. The management of the horse show 
was wise in preferring the request, and are bappy 
in the result. 








Tre investigations into the affairs of the Washing- 
ton Aqueduct by a Military Court of [aquiry are 
only of local interest until they come to the point 
of fixing the responsibility fer the bad work whioh 
appears to have been done. The testimony points 
to a conspiracy between the workmen and the con- 
tractors to deceive the inspectors, such as was dis 
covered in connection with the New York Aque- 
duct. Experience in New Yerk has shown that it is 
very difficult to secure adequate inspection in a 
long heading, filled with foul air so thick thata 
light throws its beams but a short distance. It has 
only lately been discovered that the character of 
the masonry can be readily tested by the use ofa 
sort of tuning fork or steel bar. When this is 
thrown violently against a brick wall it reveals 
the absence of even a single displaced brick on 
the rear three feet away.

THE OLD AND NEW ADMINISTRATION. 


The Washington Post says itis claimed to be set 
tled that General Alger, of Michigan, will be the 
next Secretary of War. The Baltimore Sun says: 
“ Gen. Alger is generally regarded by Army officers 
asastrong man, whose wealth would inspire that 
confidence in Congress which is usually accorded 
the rich man in official life. The Army officers cite 
Secretary Whitney as an illustration of the wisdom 
of selecting a rich man for a position the incumbent 
of which has the control of large sums of public 
money. Mr. Whitney, they say, got all he wanted, 
and it was, therefore, possible to put the building 
of anew Navy ina forward state. Had he been a 
poor man, they assert, he ‘ould not have been so 
successful in securing appropriations.” 

A despatch from Springfield, Ohio, Nov. 10. says: 
Col. A. L. Conger, of Akron, Ohio’s National Repub- 
lican Committeeman, passed through here yester- 
day on his way from Indianapolis where he had 
been to call on General Harrison. [n an interview 
Colonel Conger said the new Cabivet hud been dis 
cussed by General Harrison and himself. Mr. Blaine 
he said, would be offered the post of Secretary o 
State, but General Harrison understood that Mr. 
Blaine did not want it. One thing Conger said was 
settled and that was that Lew Wallace would be 
Secretary of War. 

A correspc ndent of the New York Tribune reports 
that he asked one of Gen. Harrison's friends, Col. 
Bridgeland, ex-Consul to Havre, “what may be 
reasonably expected as to who will form the Cabi- 
pet?’ ‘There is no doubt,’ was the reply, “that it 
will be composed of great men who will be fully in 
barmouy with General Harrison's views. He is a 
man who will have bis own wav and will tolerate 
no contentions. I believe that John Sherman en- 
tertains views that arein harmony with those of 
General Harrison, and I[ believe that he will bea 
member of the Cabivet. Mr. Frye, of Maine, will 

robably be made Secretary of the Navy. He comes 
from a State that builds more ships than any other 
State in the Union. Heis familiar with naval af- 
fuira, and, as a member of the Fisheries Commission, 
acquired much information that would be valuaple 
to the Administration." 











The Baltimore Sun says: “In Army and Navy 
circles, where politics are pot supposed to abide,there 
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is no little anxiety as to how the Service will be 
affected Bg. she change of administrations. There 
are more publicans holding commissions in the 
Army or Navy than Democrats; therefore the 
change is pleasing to the majority. Both the Army 
and Navy officers waut brainy and hardworking 
Secretaries for their res tive Departments. The 
Army officers seem not to hare fixed on any one 
they would like to have take the war portfolio. 
Most of them would be satisfied with Gen. Alger. 
The Navy officers are more settled, and have fixed 
their minds on the man they want. Thegreater 
number of them are anxious to have Mr. Goff 
placed in control of naval matters. There are some 
officers whe favor the tag pi of Mr. Rice, of 
Massachusetts, and think he will get it. Rice was 
ebairman of the Military Committee durimg the 
war.” 


From London Edmund Yates writes: ‘The social 
changes likely to follow the defeat of Mr. Cleveland 
are certainly favorable. Gen. Harrison is a gentle. 
man by birth and training. He is somewhat re- 
served and with a wife more fond of domestic life 
than gayety and show. ‘The social head of the new 
Administration at Wasbington will be Mrs. Morton, 
the wife of the Vice-President, who for some years 
dispensed the hospitality of the American Legation 
in Paris with great success. Mr. Morton is a man of 
very large fortune who loves socie-y. He and Mrs. 
Morton will make his tenure of the Vice Presidency 
a time long to be remembered.” 


_ Grover Cleveland is a Presbyterian, and so also 
is President elect Harrison, but the latter is a com- 
municant and elder of the Church, while the former 
merely attends its services. The Rev. Dr. Talmage 
says that Gen. Harrison has daily family prayers at 
his home, and that few laymen can deliver more 
devout or impressive prayers in housebold worship 
than be does. He will maintain the same habit 
when he reaches Washington as President of the 
United States. 

A despatch from Charleston, S. C., Nov. 15, says: 
“A political sensation was caused here to-day by the 
publication of a double-leaded editorial in the News 
and Courier on President-elect Hurrison. Capt. 
Dawson, editor of the News and Courier, is a mem- 
ber of the Democratic National Executive Commit- 
tee, and has just returned from a visit to Washing- 
ton. The editorial says: ‘Gen. Harrison’s war reo- 
ord is more than respectable. By merit, not by po- 
litical influence, he won the stars of brigadier gen- 
eral. In civil life he has been bold and uncompro- 
mising. The intellectual force of Gen. Harrison has 
been questioned, but his intimates regard him as a 
man of big brain. With this goes, it is asserted, an 
invincible confidence in himself. The friends of 
Gen. Harrison are outspoken in declaring that he 
will be his own man as President, that his policy will 
be the policy of the Administration, that he will be 
the dominant epirit of the National Government, 
that there will be no power, seen or unseen, behind 
the Executive chair.’ ” 

The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette thus admir- 
ably closes an editorial upon the election of Harri- 
son: “ Harrison isa patriot and a statesman, a sol- 
dier and a gentleman, a man ofirreproachable honor 
and of tried and true courage, and be will make a 
President ef whom the whole nation will be proud. 
He will be found as conservative and kindly as Lin- 
cola himself, and enter upon his exalted duties in 
the spirit of Lincoln's last message, ‘ With malice 
toward none and charity for all.’’’ Gen. James A. 
Ekin, who has been a friend of Gen. Harrison for 
many years, saysofhim: “ Personally, Gen. Harri- 
son is a warm an?’ exceedingly pleasant man. I re- 
gard him as a remarkable person, the embodiment 
of the very best trait of an American citizen, a 
model father and a model husband. I know him in 
his church. For many years be has been an elder in 
the Presbyterian Church, and a frequent delegate to 
the Presbyterian Supreme Court. From personal 
knowledge I know that he has been a regular atten- 
dant of the Wednesday night prayer meetings. Un- 
til the present time he has been a teacher in the 
Sabbath school, and was at the head of a Bible class 
composed of sixty young men.” 

The N. Y. Herald says: The President's future 
plavs are still undetermined. It is believed that he 
willspend one or two years travelling in Europe, 
whicb be has never visited. He is stillin the prime 
of life. He will leave the White House at least $75 ,000 
richer than when be entered it. This, added to his 
other investments, ought to give bim a comfortable 
fortune of upwerd of $200,000. Moreover, Mrs. Cleve- 
land, through the division of the Folsom estate in 
Omaha, ts an heiress in her own right and is pro- 
bably worth nct less than half a million of dollars. 
Colonel Lamont will lovate in New York in the 
employ of an insurance company, ata salary of 
at least $10,000 a year. Attorney Ge.eral Garland is 
considering a proposition to make his future home 
in New York. Secretaries Whitney, Fairchild, Eo- 
dicott, Dickinson and Vilas, all of whom are law- 
yers, will returo to their respective homes and re- 
sume the practice of their profession. Secretary 
Bayard hus not decided whether he wil) remain in 
Washington or return to Wilmiaogton and practice 
law, but it is believed that he will adopt the latter 
course.

A curious Tibetan musket or matchlock has found 
its way from Sikkim, where it was picked up after 
a battle, to Calcutta. It is described in the ([ndian 
papers as of primitive design, although compara 
lively new. It is a smooth-bore muzzle-loader, 
mounted on a long uarrow stock. The barrel is 
fitted with a double-pronged rest, the points of 
which are sharply shod eo that the rest itself may 
either be placed firmly in the ground or used, if 
necessary, a8 a buyonet. The vontrivance is ingeu- 
ious and the weapon is vot altogetber to be de- 
spised. Attached to it isa belt,on which are strung 
six hollow wooden plugs for powder charges, and a 
small horn for priming powder. The workmanship 
of the whole is very rough, aud thereis scarcely any 
attempt at orpameutation. 


Some trials recently made at the Vienna Arsenal 
with the Maxim mitrailleuse to determive whether 
the mitrailleuse could shoot as successfully with tbe 
8-millimetre steel cased bullets adopted for the 
Austrian Mannlicher rifle as with the ordinary L1- 
millimetre leaden bullets, 400 shots were tired 
in 41 seconds, and Engincering reports that in con- 
sequence the Maxim guns will now be adopted for 
the whole of the Austro-Hungarian intantry, as 
well as tor fortifications.

SUED FOR BREACH OF CONTRACT. 


Dr. GATLING, the renowned inventor of the ma- 
chine gun bearing his name, has taken out letters 
patent for the casting of steel guns of large calibre, 
sud bas organized a company in New York for the 

urpose of manufacturing the same., This.toth pany 

sentirely independent of the Gatling Gun Com- 
pany of Counpttiéul, wi guatees some years ago for 
the ptirpose of manufacturing Dr. Gatling’s small 
4nachine gun. Against tbis latter company a suit 
was instituted Nov.3 in the New York Superior 
Court by E. H. Carmick and Chas. Coine, of this 
city, to recover the sum of $350,000. The Gatling 
Gun Company entered_inte a toutract with these 
gentlemen in Gct0vér of 1887, giving them the right 
to sell Ctrtain patent rights owned by it to the Re- 
pubhe of France. 

The plaintiffs at once opened negotiations with 
that Government, and through the efforts of their 
agents in Paris, Messrs. George W. Leybourn and 
George A. Rowe, succeeded last summer in closing a 
contract with France for the sale to it of the patent 
rights referred to. Meauwhile, however, the Gatling 
Gun Company bad secretly sold these identical pat- 
ent +a to an Engtish syiditate, ati i Gotisequently 
found itself tnatlie to Gomply with the demand 
made tipo it by Messrs. Carmick and Coine for the 
carrying out of its contract. The suit is brought to 
‘recover the profits which the plaintiffs claim they 
lost by reason of the refusal of the Gatling Gun 
Company to perform its contract. Messrm Uirinick 
and Coine are represented tn this suit by S. Mallet- 
Prevost.

Ans.—No, A marioe it disabled by age or infirmity after 20 
youd service may either finda home in the asylum, or ian 

ieu thereof, may, at his election, receive a pension from the 
naval pension fund of balf the pay of bis rating at the time 
ot his discharge. Should he enter the asylum this pension is 
surrendered, That he has served over 30 years and been 
placed on the retired list with three-quarters pay and allow- 
ances, does not affect his right to enter the asylum, if dis- 
abled by age or infirmity; and his retirement by the Gov- 
ernment isan admission that he is so disabled. (See R. 8., 
sec. 4756, and G. 0. 18, Hdqrs. of the Army, Feb 27, 188.) Re- 
tired pay is nota pension. “Old Marine” is entitled,we cannot 
doubt, to draw bis retired pay and allowances for himseif 
and the asylum has no claim uponit.

Tallapoosa.—The bill tor the relief of the sufferers 
by the wreck of the 7allapoosa, which passed both Houses 
of Congress, reached the President eleven days before Con - 
gress adjourned and not being returoed within that period 
the conclusion was reached that the bill had become a law 
without the President's signature.

Artillery asks: A battery of six guns (six sec- 
tious) has six duty sergeants (four sergeants and two lance 
sergeants), How are they assigned as chiefs of sections? 
Ans.—The matter is pot settled by tactics,and depends on 
custom of Service. Such custom leaves it to the discretion 
of the battery commander, and accordingly he may assign 
them as he pleases. In the 5th U. 8. Artillery, in a four gun 
battery, they are Ney as follows: Ist <= sergeant to 
the Ist section: 2d duty se nt, to the 4th section ; 3d 
duty sergeant, to the 2d section; 4th duty sergeant, to the 
8d section. Reasoning from analogy (there being no six 
gun batteries, at preseut, in the Regular Service), chiefs of 
section would be assigned as follows: Ist duty sergeant, te 
Ist section ; 2d, to 6th section; 3d, to 3a section; 4th, to 2d 
section; 5th, to 5th section ; 6th, to 4th section.

9 15, at Concord. 108 officers and men were 
present out ofa total of 114 officers and men, or 79 
percent. Ist Regt., 85.30 per cent.; 2d Regt., 72.82 
per cent.; 3d Reet., 72.91 percent. Troop A, cavalry, 
and the liebt battery had every officer and enlisted 
man present, 

The infantry is armed with the Springéeld rifle, 
calibre, .45; the old cartridge box und the steel bay- 
onet scabbard.

The medical department was well organized, but 
there was only one man for a short timein the bos- 
pital during the seven days of cainp. Col. Cook made 
several daily inspections of the camp; tbe sinks, 
kitchens, tents, company streets and grounds re- 


ceiving his coustant attention. The lice et the 
camp Was very good, Indeed, and to Col: Cook's cate 
ant yigilance thit wa’ i great pultdtie. The sfe- 


teih folloWed by the staff departments is goud, and 
very well adapted for placing tbe force in imme- 
diate condition for active service. The troops were 
supplied witb rations by hired caterers. The food was 
good and substantial, and well prepared. 

There was no target practice during the eneam- 
ment, 28 

Gen. Jackson says: ‘Tbere were three drills 
daily, which, with guard wounting and dress 4 
rade, kept the troops busily employed from roveille 
until retreat. The good result of this constant aud 
systematic instruction was clearly apparent before 
the close of the encampment. I[t was astonishing to 
observe how rapidly they advanced in steadiness, 
and bow well and easily the ranks were dressed dur- 
ing the last das of the seagon: wads ¥ery mich 
pleased to seo that more tbhau one-half of the drilis 
were devoted to skirmishing. These skirmish drills 
were, aS a rule, very well conducted. I noticed ttba 
at company skirmish drills the colonels of regiments 
were ptestot, On thé gtotttid superingending the 
work and instructing the compatiy dfileers ant! file 
closers. Tbe only fault to be found was that iusdwé 
of the companies the men were permitted to talk to 
each other. The companies had evidently not been 
fully taught that while at drill, standing at atten- 
tion, or * parade rest’’ there should be absolute si- 
lence in the ranks; otherwise, the commands of the 
officers and the instruction sought to be given will 
be unheeded by the men. 

As usual with the New Hampshire troops, the dis- 
cipline was very good. The prison room at the 
guard house Wasempty. Tbe men were orderly and 
obedient, and there was no drinking of whiskey or 
beer. Absolute guiet prevailed io camp between tape 
and rreveille. Military courtesy was well obeerved, 
Police duty was well attendeJd to, the result belog a 
remarkably clean camp. Owing to the number of 
recruits in theranks, guard duty was not at first so 
well performed as it should bave beean. Some of the 
officers, sergeants aud corporals bad never been on 
guard befure. *“Slouchy” sentinels aud uuinstructed 
non-commissioned officers were occasionally to be 
seen. The wajority of the men on guard, however, 
particularly on the last days, were alsentive to their 
duties and gave evitence of the careful instruction 
they had received. 

The military appearance of the regiments of in- 
fantry was very good,a great improvement over 
last year being quite manifest. A very great im- 
provement from day today was visible. The offi- 
cers and men worked witha will,and everything 
was running quite smootbly on tbe lust day. The 
stated roll calis were well attended, aud all the for- 
mations were conducted in a strictly military man- 
ner. 

Co. A, cavalry, was in excellent shape, well 
mouuted, wel) drilledand wellequipped. This com- 
pany marched 45 miles, from Ve erborough to Con- 
cord, in about 21 bours, aud arrived at the camp at 
10 o'clock Pp. M. ou the 9th. This loug march was so 
well conducted by Capt. Smith that neither borses 
nor mep suffered in the least, and the company was 
on drill the next morning looking pone the worse 
forthe longand fatiguing march. Toe company 
left camp on the evening of the I4th ou its retura 
march to Peterborough. 

The light battery, commanded by Capt. 8. 8. Piper, 
was, | think, in even better condition this year than 
when | made my reportof last year. In discipline, 
drill, application and enerzy it ts a first-class organ- 
ization. 1 was astovished to find that such excellent 
teas of artillery horses could be found, and still 
more astonished to see that the drivers were skillful 
in the handling of the teams, and that they never 
mistook the trumpet signals. This organization also 
marched to camp from Manchester, a distance of 
about 18 miles. There were no sore shoulders or sore 
backs among the artillery or cavalry horses. 

Cols. G. M. L. Lane, E. J. Copo and J. N. Patter- 
son command the Ist, 2d and 3a Regts., respectively. 
Tbey have good field and staff officers, and their 
regiments reflect credit upon theo. 

Brig. Gen. Daniel M. White commanded the cam 
of instructiop. He was assisted by the same sta 
officers be had last year. It is a most excellentstaff 
every officer belonging toit baving a thorough 
knowledge of his duties. | am very much pleased to 
be able to report that such good progress was made 
by the troops during the encampment. New Hamp- 
shire should be proud of its troops. | know the Govj 
ernor is. 

NEW YORK SrATE CAMP. 


Gen. Jackson also reports upon'the New York 





State Camp. 
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The uniform, he says, is now very well adapted for 
field service; 1t was always clean and neat. The 
arms were always in a clean, serviceable condition. 
The tents are in good condition, but look a little 
time-worn and stained. The troops were rationed 
by contract and most satisfactorily. They were also 
transported by contract. The Q. M. Department 
was well arranged and the whole machinery of tran- 
sportation worked smoothly and pleasantly. The 
retuf®ns were made for meals, so thatif a man was 
absent the State would not have to pay for meals 
noteaten, The post adjutant examined these re- 
turns carefully and approved them when correctly 
wade out, and directed the post commissary of sub- 
sistence to furnish the number of meals called for. 
The system worked admirably, and the interests of 
the State were well conserved. 

The quartermaster’s department, subsistence de- 
partment and ordnance department in camp were 
in charge of Brig.-Gen. Joshua M. Varian, chief of 
ordnance of the State, and bis assistant, Col. Joseph 
G. Story, ordnance department. Col, Story was post 
quartermaster, post commissary and post ordnance 
officer. Col. Story was kept busily employed in at- 
tending to all these departments, but he had a thor- 
ough knowledge of his duties and responsibilities, 
and never neglecred to perform them properly. 

Surg.-Gen. Joseph D. Bryant had charge of the 
medical department. He made weekly visits to the 
camp. The dispensary and hospital tents were al- 
ways in good order. The regimental and other sur. 
geons and assistant surgeons were eareful and 
prompt in the discharge of tbeir duties. They were 
relieved weekly. The hospital stewards were also 
attentive and prompt. Not one but a duly exam- 
ined and licensed pharmacist is permitted to act as 
my steward. 

There was very little sickness in camp. The med- 
ical department was well and ably organized by the 
surgeon-general. 

There was no target firing in camp. Tbe week’s 
service in camp is wholly given to skirmishing and 
such battalion and company drills as cannot be 
taugbt in thearmories. The dress parades and guard 
mountings were, as arule, very creditably executed, 
and it was pleasant to observe the decided improve- 
ment in these ceremonies made by each command 
during its week in camp. The company drills were 
nearly all devoted to skirmishing. The battalion 
drills were, with some few exceptions, only in such 
movements as could not be executed in the ar- 
mories. There were some good battalion skirmish 
drills b> all the battalions, but notably by the 65th 
and 13th Regiments and some of the provisional 
battalions. A great deal more attention was paid 
to this mstruction in the camp this year than there 
was two years ago. I noticed that at battalion drills 
a good deal of time was taken up by the battalion 
commanders in explaining at great length the duties 
of company commanders, guides, etc., while the 
battalions were kept standing at attention or at a 
rest. This greatly retarded the drills and wearied 
the commands. Battalion commanders should, I[ 
think, fully instruct the officers and sergea ts in the 
movements to be executed before the battalions are 
formed for drill, This would do away with the ne- 
cessity for long harangues on the drill ground. The 
drills and ceremonies were well conducted and great 
improvement was made by all the regiments and 
separate companies during their tour at the camp. 
The discipline was very good, indeed. With the ex- 
ception of the little disorder occasioned by some 
men of the 1lth Regiment, the good order in the 
camp was remarkable. 

The men behaved admirably and were obedient 
and respectful. There was no noise in camp between 
taps and reveille, and no horseplay or tomfoolery at 
any time. Every officer aud man seewed fully im 
pressed with the idea that the camp of instruction 
was u place in which the duties of soldiers were to 
be learned and not a place for disorder of any kind. 
Military courtesy, as a rule, was strictly observed. 
The police of the camp, and its surroundings, was 
thoroughly attended to by the camp inspector, 
Capt. Horatio 8. Stacpole, 10th Battalion, and the 
medical officers of the various commands. 

Guard duty was well perforiaed, particularly so 
during the last days in camp of the different com- 
mands. Capt. N. B. Thurston, 234d Regiment, who 
was detailed by the post commander as instructer 
of guards, is a thoroughly competent officer. He 
zenera!ly assembled the details the day before they 
mounted guurd, and instructed the officers, nun- 
commissioned officersand privatesin the duties they 
would be called on to perform during their tours of 
guard duty. It was instructive and exceedingly in- 
teresting to listeu to these lectures, and observe how 
attentively the audience, comfortably seated upon 
camp stools in the shade, followed the captain as he 
described, step by step, the duties of officers, ser- 
geants, corporals and sentinels while on guard. He 
used a large blackboard upon which he delineated 
tbe camp and the sentinels’ posts, etc. He also 
wade pe ee inspections of the guards and sen- 
tinels, and caused all irregularities and inattention 
to be corrected. 

The facilities for placing the troops in a condition 
for active service are, 3o faras | can judge, very 
zood, indeed. ‘the staff officers of the State are 
zealous and competent, and their system of trans- 
porting, clothing, and feeding of troops is a reall 
excellent one. The regimental and company offi. 
vers are generally well instructed, but I noticed a 
good many subalterns and three on four captains 
who were careless and inefficient. . . . 

The 65th Regiment, from Buffalo, has wade great 
progress in drill and discipline since I saw it two 
years ago. Col. Welch, its commanding officer, bas 
improved it very much since he obtained the com- 
roand. The 69th isa superb body of men. They are 
evenly sized and of splendid physique, manly, sol- 
dierly, and teachable. Col. Cavanagh is proud of 
lis regiment, and he bas very good reason to feel so. 
The 32d Separate Company, from Hoosick Falls, 
was, without doubt, the best drilled company in 
vamp tbis year; its manual of arms, marching, etc., 
were as near perfection as possible; it was a plea- 
sure to see it on the drill ground, and to observe 
bow well,and without noise, the guides and file 
closers performed their duties. The 13th Separate 
Company, trom Jamestown, is a large, splendid, well 
drilled company. The 30th Separate Company, from 
, lmira, although small in numbers, presented a fine 
appesiarce. The 37th Separate Company, from 


Schenectauy, was well drilled and disciplined. In 
fact, nearly allof the separate companies were in 





good military shape, and the provisional battalions 
formed from them were easily handled and made 
rapid progress in drill during their respective tours 
of duty in camp. The three provisional battalions 
in camp during the last week were splendid bodies 
of men; they are a credit to the National Guard of 
the State. The officers selected to command the 

rovisional battalions. and whose names are given 
n this report, were well qualified for their duties. 
They were zealous and indefati¢able in their exer- 
tions toimprove their commands, and I am happy 
to state that they were eminently successful. 

The Governor of the State made four visits to the 
camp this year. His first visit was made the week 
before my arrival, and I did not, therefore, witness 
the ceremonies which took place on that occasion. 
During the other three visits saiutes were fired upon 
bis arrival by detachments of artillery from the Ist 
(Wendell’s) and 2d (Earles’) Batteries; light 12- 
pounders were used for this purpose. The Governor 
reviewed the troops that were in camp when he 
made his visits, and all of the ceremonies performed 
on these occasions were conducted in a strictly mili- 
ba manner, 

This camp is well named a camp of instruction, 
and its commanding officer, Gen. Porter, has cer- 
tainly succeeded in the formation of a uniform sys- 
tem of instruction for the National Guard of the 
State. The camp has been greatly improved since 
my visit of two years ago by a perfect system of 
drainage, and by the erection on the grounds of 
bath houses and water closets. 

Col. Fred. Phisterer, the assistant adjutant’ gen- 
eral of the State, was the posi adjutant. He in- 
structed the adjutants of regiments und battalions 
as well as the Ist sergeants of compauies. All re 
turys, reports, rolls, and papers of every kind 
passed througb his hands. y report of two years 
ago upon the conduct of business in the adjutant’s 
office of the camp is also true of this year. 





EFFICIENCY OF OFFICERS. 


DuRING the last drill season the companies of the 
lst Brigade were ordered to be drillea by the com- 
missioned officers of the companies in order to 
ascertain the capability of those officers in the drill, 
an officer of the brigade detailed for that purpose 
attending. In some commands some of the company 
officers did not put in an sapermnee at these drills. 
lt was hoped that it would have the effect of stimu- 
lating such officers as needed instruction toimprove 
themselves. The report of the inspector was never 
made public. Some ot the officers had a week’s ex- 
perience at the State camp. A school for officers has 
been established with competent instructors. The 
same officers are still drilling their commands, and 
it would appear that some of them either do not 
know how to instruct their men or do not attend 
the school of instruction, and are not the proper 
men to command respect or to enforce discipline. If 
the Guard is to be improved in this connection it 
must furnish the enlisted men with competent in- 
structors. 





Seventh New York.—Col. Emmons Clark,

Tue 18th N. Y. assembled at the armory on Mon- 
day, Nov. 12, for review and inspection by Colonel 
Thoms H. McGrath. The men were steady and the 
ranks well dressed.

THE ment assembled at its armory on Thurs- 
day evening, Nov. 8, for annual inspection, Col. F. H. 
McGrath and Maj. A. P. Montant being the inspect- 
ing officers. Owing to the smallness of the drill ball 
it was found necessary to utilize the large room ad- 
joining the north end of the hall, which is used by 
the Ist Brigade, Signal Corps, and which is readily 
connected by opening several large doors.

AUGUSTA’S EXPOSITION. 


AvoustTa, GA., Nov. 12, 1888, 

OVER 25,000 people attended the first day of the 
military encampment of Augusta's Exposition. 20,000 
tickets were sold atthe gate and railroad coupons 
for 5,000 more collected. Fully 2,000 soldiers marched 
in the parade to-day and were reviewed by Gov. 
John B. Gordon and Gen. Wade Hampton. Cdppa's 
New York band headed the procession and Hamp- 
ton and Gordon rode side by side amid the cheers of 
enthusiastic crowds. 

The soldiers were chiefly from Georgia and South 
Carolina, Savannah alone serding over 400. General 





M. A. Stovall commanded the line, and after parad- 
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inz through the decorated streets the procession was 
reviewed by Gov. Gordon and Senator Hampton. 
The entire encamoment of troops are entertained by 
the exposition and local military. Two soldiers who 
took part in a sham battle were wounded by the 
premature firing of ove of the United States Ar- 
sential cannons. One had bis thumb blown off and 
the other—Uorpl. Bargefleld, of the United States 
Arsenal—had three fingers blown away and the side 
of his face bufded. 

, The Ctiatham Artillery of Savaiinah brought to 
Augusta and used during the sham battle the guns 
captured by the Chathams at Yorktown and pre- 
sented to the company by Gen. Washineton. The 
contending hosts were commanded by Col. Geo. A. 
Mercer, of Savannah, and Gen. Milville L. Bonham,of 
South Curolina, and after two hours of realistic field 
movements, victory was declared in favor of the 
latter. A cowpany of Busch Zouaves from Savannah 
made a sensation by fine drilling after the battle, 
tbe oldest “zouave”’ being less than 15. Louise Bates 
dropped from a balloon in-a parachute at an eleva 
tion of several thousand feet during the afternoon 
und Cappa’s band gave a concert 1n the evening. 

Most of the troops remained in camp last night for 

infantry drills to-cay and the cavalry tournament 
to be held on Wednesday. Every visitor declares 
Augusta's exposition in mechanical and general ex- 
tellence ahead of any Southern celebration. Chair- 
nan V. J. Dorr, the Military Committee and Gordon 
aud Hampton are give an ovation everywhere.

Tue “Esercito Italiano” (War Office organ), in an 
article ou the rejations between France and Italy. 
signed by the editor, a high authority in military 
matters, says: “Both France and Italy, with perfect 
good faith, protest that they do not intend to make 
an attack. Nevertheless, war is inevitable on the 
first occasion. France must sooner or later endeavor 
to burst the iron circle in which the unity of Ger- 
many and [taly has bound her.”’ 

ON the Continent of Europe the soldiers of Ger- 
many have the longest legs: At any rate, their pace 
on the march is longer than that of the soldiers of 
any other Contiuentalarmy. I[tis 80 veutimetres; 
the pace of tbe soldiersof France, Austria, Belgium, 
Switzerland and Sweden being 75 centimetres: 
while that of the Russian soldier is only 71 centi- 
metres. Taking 30 centimetres to equal a foot, it 
makes the German step to be fully 23-5 feet; the 
French, et«., to be 244, and_the Russian to be only 
about 23-10. The German Ministry of War, having 
gathered information on the subject, has just made 
it public. 

In the French Chamber of Deputies Nov. 8 M. 
Dreyfus moved that the 42,000,000f. asked by the 
government to fortify the barbors of Brest and 
Cherbourg be spent in building cruisers and torvedo 
vessels. The German aud Italian navies were, he 
said, superior to the French navy and the German 
Government was ubout to demand 250,000,000 marks 
to build more vessels. Admiral Krantz, Minister of 
Marine, said that when the Germans dewanded that 
amount he would demanda similar sum. (Applause.) 
Tbe French navy should not be underestimated. 
The year 1889 would see it in a respectable condi- 
tion. M. Dreyfus then withdrew his motion. M. 
Dorian moved to reduce the estimate for naval sup- 
plies by 1,500,000 francs. Admiral Krantz opposed 
the motion, urging that the full amount was neces- 
sary in order to complete the storing of coal. The 
Budget Committee accepted tbe motion, whereupon 
Adwiral Krantz said that he should regard it as a 
mark of want of confidence. This declaration 
caused great excitement, and M. Dorian withdrew 
his motion and declined to participate any further 
in the debate.

MACHINE GUNS AND TORPEDOES. 


IMPORTANT experiments took place on board the 
target ship Nettle at Portsmouth on Wednesday, the 
object being to test the result of machine-gun fire 
on the surface of a charged torpedo of Whitehead’s 
pattern. A charged air chamber of asteel White- 
read torpedo was first placed at 30 feet distance 
from the muzzle of al inch four-barrel Nordenfeldt 
gun, the chamber being placed longitudinally tothe 
barrels and at an angle of 10 degrees. One barrel of 
the gun was loaded and fired, the sbot, striking the 
air chamber about the centre, and making a sli ht 
indentation of some two and a half inches in length 
and one eighth of an inch ip depth, but without 
other injury. The air chamber, charged to 1,400 
pounds per equare inch, was then placad at thesame 
distance from the gun, but at right angles, and a 
single barrel loaded ana fired as before. The result 
was terrific. Thesound heard resembled tbe firing 
of a great gun, and upon the spectators coming to 
tbe spot, only one end of the air chamber was seen, 
the remainder having been blown overboard, cut- 
ting away everything it came in contact with in its 
passage. One fragment was found imbedded in the 
wooden wull bebind where the torpedo bad stood. 
A phosphor-bronze air chamber charged to 1,050 
pounds per square inch was then placed in the same 
spot, and a 3-pounder Hotchkiss gun replaced the 
l-inch Nordenfelit. Upon firing, an even greater 
shock was felt, and upon inspection the fragments 
of the torpedo were found in every conceivable spot 
and corner, some 50 odd pieces being counted, 
all twisted and turned out of recognition.

THE AUSTRIAN INFANTRY. 


A BRITISH correspondept, writing on the Aus- 
trian Mavceuvres, makes the following strong re- 
marks regarding the Austrian Infantry: “I have 
seen many little things that suggested loose disci- 
pline, particularly examples of officers repeating 
orders mapy times before they were obeyed, and 
scolding their men as housekeepers scold 
servauts rather than as officers addressing disciplin- 
ed troops. The poor fellows—I mean the Infan- 
try—looked u up, dirty and overburdened. 
Onve a charge was attempted, but it never rose to 
the dignity of a decent jog trot, for the troops were 
s0.tired and so burdened with their accoutrements 
that they gave it up as Lopeless. Perhaps they had 
not enough to eat, perhaps they had uot had rest 
engugh, perhaps they were badly handled—all three 
of these conditions may bave existed to excuse their 
performance. Certain it is that it bore unfavorable 
comparison with similar workin theGerman Army. 
A very intelligent Artillery officer teld me, later in 
tbe day, of the state of the provisioning department 
duriog the mapvcvures, and if balf he said is true it 
much resembles that of the British troopsin the early 
part of the Crimea—that is, starvation at one po‘nt, 
surfeit at another. Austria bas often been spoken 
of as lacking intelligent officers, and uothing that I 
saw during these operations was calculated to dis- 
credit that opinion. 

The Austrian correspondent of the Progrés Mili- 
tatre gives some particulars of the pew infautry 
equipment to be distributed to the Austrian forces.

The advantages gained by the simplification of 
many forms must not be lost through oral or 
writien additions to these regulutions, made to pro- 
mote external uniformity, or for any other purpose. 
The latitude purposely left for instruction and ap- 
plication must vot be limited in any respect.
